Riga, Russia, Jan. 10.—Though the 


troops are operating energetically in 
all directions, the revolutionary peas- 
ants are continuing their work of de- 
vastation,

offered and attacking trains and pas- 
sengers. 


Of the many historic castle erected

Place Where They Are 


Baked Bight. 


More money is spent each year in 


Boston in buying baked beans than 
would buy the largest battleship in 
the United Stales navy. 


In 1904 the gross receipts of beans 


in Boston were more than 68,000 bar- 
rels, 
in each barrel are five bushels. 


The average price at which these were 
•old by the wholesalers 
was $1.85 


a bushel and when these beans were 
sold again by retailers to their cus- 
tomers they brought an average of 12 
cents a pound, or a grand total of 
$C,598.272. 


There are other places where beans 


are used, but they are not 
Boston 


beans and can never be unless the 
man who superintends 
their 
baking 


happens to have served an apprentice- 
ship in same of the Boston bakeries. 


So tremendous has the demand for 


baked beans become in Boston 
that 


two 
companies 
have 
been 
formed 


whose business is to bake beans for 
restaurants and quick lunch establish- 
ments. 
One of these companies uses 


an average of 4,000 quarts a week and 
the other 10,000, yet the beans that 
these companies bake are but a drop 
in the bucket compared with the con 
sumption of the city. 


The most remarkable feature of this 


remarkable consumption of beans 
is 


that the demand is steadily increasin 
and that 15,000 more barrels of beans 
were sold in Boston in 1904 than in 
1903. There are seasons in which the 
demand for this staple is greater than 
in others, notably the months 
from 


Thanksgiving to April. 


Taking the receipt! in Boston for 


190-t of 68,732 barrels, that would give 
the number of bushels 343,660, or 10,- 
9b.,]20 quarts, 
weighing 
21,994,240 


pound!. 


Accepting as the population of Bos- 


ton approximately 553,000, this would 
give each inhabitant, men and women, 
boys, girls and babies, an average of 
37 quarts. Those 37 quarts of beans 
would weigh 148 pounds. 


•j.ne 
bean 
baking 
establishments, 


which are fitted with the most 
im 


proved methods, have a large' porce- 
lain kettle built over a furnace in cne 
corner of the cellar. 
In this 
huge 


thing the beans are soaked during the 
cay and parboiled at night. Early the 
second morning the pots in which they 
are to be baked, which vary in size 
from those holding 12 quarts to ones 
which hold a single quart, 
are 
ar- 


ranged around on floor and 
tables. 


Into them the beans are poured from 
largo dippers. 


Then the baker goes about from pot 


to pot and puts in his seasoning. 


There is as much mystery over this 


part of the performance as there is 
in 
making 
chemical 
combinations. 


Good bakers are in great demand, for 
it is a more difficult matter to mix 
molasses, spices and what not for 800 
or 900 quarts of beans than it is to 
season only a small pot which is to 
be eaten in a 
family 
where, per- 


chance, even if the flavor is not good 
no mention will be made of the fact 
for fear of hurting the feeling of the 
mother, sister, wife or sweetheart. 


Once this precious part of the bak- 


ing is done, 
an 
underhelper 
goes 


about putting in pieces of salt pork, 
alloitocl at the proportion of one pound 
to each gallon of beans. 


Several hours are consumed in get- 


ting the beans into the pots and mak- 
ing them ready for the oven, 
and 


v>hi!e this is being done the 
head 


ba'Ker is giving attention to his oven. 


On the same side of the cellar with 


the parboiling kettle 
is 
the 
oven. 


which must hold SOO to 2,000 quarts 
of beans. 


The work is so arranged that all the

DifleultiM of Hi* Duties AM 
Illustrated by a Startling 


Incident 


Of all causes of boiler deterioration, 


says H. P. Watson, iu the Engineering 
Magazine, by far the most numerous are 
those arising from the prc-sence of 
scale and its twin sister, incrustation; 
but broken braces can give an engineer 
a very bad quarter of an hour. A steam- 
er plying on the great lakes many years 
ago carried very high steam for those 
days—50 pounds per square inch on a 
very large and light shell. The engi- 
neer on watch was down in the fireroom 
loo*king around when a loud bang came 
from one of the boilers. 
Instantly 


divining the cause he looked question- 
ingly at the head watch-tender, who re- 
piled: 
"Be jabers. I hope that ain't 


next-door neighbor to the one that let 
go on the other watch." 


That startled the engineer, for he had 


cot been told of the other broken brace; 
he at once stopped the blowers, opeced 
the doors, shut the stop-valve between 
boilers, and put on the feed pumps as 
rapidly as they could go so as to reduce 
pressure. The deck department was 
notified that it would be necessary to 
stop, and they hauled to one side of the 
channel and waited for the coming up 
of another boat in the same line passed 
a few miles back. The passengers (thers 
were 1,000 on board) and mails were 
transferred, and the boat returned with 
the injured boiler out of business. 


Upon examination the next day itvas 


found that three braces had given way 
at or near one another, two letting go 
simultaneously apparently and that the 
precautions taken against a 
disaster 


(which would have been terrible if it 
had occurred) were none too soon. This 
was merely an episode within 
the 


every-day duty of an engineer, and 
carries if.s own warning.

Growing Enlightenment and Free- 


dom Promise Great Agricul- 


tural Advancement. 


Illustrations of the world's economic 


solidarity are the recent Russian influ- 
ences on the security markets every- 
where. 
Russian enlightenment and 


freedom promise to make marked im- 
pressions on future 
American farm- 


in^. Hpnry-T> Baker says that agricul- 
ture now gives employment to STVj per 
cent, of Russia's population, but Rus- 
sian agricuinire i.s now in a terrible con- 
dition. The Russian peasant enlight- 
ened will prove a powerful rival to the 
Yankee farmer. Tho average return per 
hectare of land in Russia is said to be 
382 kilos, while the German return is 
1,300 
kilos. Russia has to use 25 per 


cent, of her harvest as seed for future 
sowing, which is about double what 
other nations use. Curiously, even in 
the direst times, like during the recent 
war and late chaotic conditions, Rti^sin 
still makes heavy exports of wheat. 
This doubtless is because wheat is one 
of the- chief quirk assets of the couiitry. 
The Russian peasantry have wheat to 
export to England when they scarcely 
can afford to buy rye bread for their 
own hamlets. Their exports of wheat 
will help pay the interpst ou their ra- 
tion's enormous foreign obligation?, but 
individually they yk-ld trilling cash re- 
turns. 


Tempei-aturn and Butterflies. 


Sonic remarkably interesting cxpcri 


monts are reported from Zurich show- 
ing the effect of temperature on the de- 
velopment of species among butter- 
flies. 
The experiments have been con- 


tinued through n period of about 14 
jonrs. nnd It is found, for instance, thn'- 
the common small tortoiseshell butter- 
tly, if subjected to warmth of from 37 
degrees to 39 degrees centigrade—devel- 
ops into the variety found in Sardinia 
while those bred in a temperature of 
fron! four degrees to six degrees produce 
tho Lapland vnricty. Similarly the ap- 
plication of heat produced ihe Sardinian 
form of tho swnllow-tnil butterfly «nd 
iho Syrian form of the Apollo. 


"I have taken part, as a representa- 


tive of the insurance underwriters, 111 
the investigation of 100 shipwrecks.

ENGLISH SCIENTIST. 


STORMS DUE THIS WINTER 


Weather Prophet of Massachusetts 


Announces That There Will Be 


Thirty-Four. 


Perry L. 
Shepardson, 
of 
this 


city, who hap attained notoriety as 
an amateur prognosticator, makes the 
announcement that 34 storms are due 
this winter, reports th* Springfield 
(Mass.) Union. 
He bases his calcula- 


tions on the snowfall of a recent aft- 
ernoon. 


Toe method by which he arrives at 


this conclusion is. to say the least, 
unique, and is calculated to do away 
with all the worry and nerve strain 
undergone by the official weather men, 
who -base their predictions on general 
averages. 
Moreover, it is so simple 


that a mere child can work it out as 
well as his bearded senior. 


All that it is necessary to know is 


the dsy of the month, the day of the 
week, and the number of days since 
the last change of the moon when 
the first snowfall occurs, and the rest 
is an easy example in addition. 


The snowfall of the other afternoon 


occurring on the 2Sth day 
of 
the 


month, the third day of the week and 
the third c" • after the 
new moon, 


gives a total of 34 storms for the 
winter.

Gems from the Heavens Not an Im- 


possibility — Explosion of 


the Stones Is Quite 


Common. 


In the course of a lecture on "Dia- 


monds" before the British Association' 
at KimUerJey recently, says the Lon-l 
don Daily Mail. Sir William Crookes 
explained to the assembled company 
how the precious gems might be man- 
ufactured. 


"The first necessity," he s»id. "is to 


select pure iron free from 
sulphur, 


silicon, phosphorus, etc.. and to pack 
!t in a carbon crucible with pure char- 


) coaJ from sugar. 
The crucible must 


then be put into the body of the elec- 
tric furnace. 
After a few 
minutes 


heating to a temperature above 4,000 
degrees C., a temperature at which the 
iron melts like wax and volatilizes in 
clouds, the current is stopped and the 
dazzling, fiery crucible is plunged be- 
neath the surface of cold water, where 
it is held till it sinks below a red 
heat. 


"The sudden cooling solidifies the 


outer layer of iron and holds the in- 
ner molten mass in a tight grip. The 
expansion of the inner liquid on solidi- 
fying produces an enormous pressure, 
and under the stress of this pressure 
tho dissolved carbon separates out in 
transparent 
forms—minutely 
micro- 


scopic, it is true—all the same verita- 
ble diamonds, with crystalline 
form 


and appearance, color, hardness and 
action on light the same as the nat- 
ural gem." 


Attention was called to the sug- 


gestion that the diamond is a gift 
from heaven conveyed to 
earth 
in 


meteoric showers. 
According to this 


hypothesis, said the 
lecturer, 
holes 


were bored in the earth by the impact 
of 
monstrous 
meteors, 
the 
larger 


masses boring the holes in their fall, 
distributed diamonds broadcast. 


"Bizarre as such a theory Is," ob- 


served the great scientist, "I am bound 
to say there are many circumstances 
which show that the notion of the 
heavens raining diamonds is not im- 
possible." In proof of this he showed 
the audience photographs of diamonds 
he had extracted from a meteorite. 


The lecture abounded in interesting 


passages. 
Here is one: 


"It is not uncommon for a diamond 


to explode soon after it reaches the 
surface; some have been known 
to 


burst in the pockets of the miners or 
when held in the warm hand*- and the 
less is the greater because large stones 
are more liable to explode or fly to 
pieces than small ones. 


"Valuable stones 
have 
been 
de- 


stroyed in this way. and it is whis- 
pered that cunning dealers are 
not 


averse to allowing responsible clients 
to handle or carry 
in 
their 
warm 


pockets large crystals fresh from the 
mine. By way of safeguard against 
explosion, some dealers 
imbed large 


diamonds in raw potato to insure safe 
transit to England." 


By the end of 1904, ten tons of dia- 


monds had come from the Kimberley 
mines, valued at £60,000,000. 
This 


mass of gems could be accommodated 
in a box five feet square and six feet 
high. 


According to the lecturer, one of-the 


most remarkable gems in existence is 
a phosphorescing diamond in the pos- 
session of Mrs. Kunz, of New York, 
which will phosphoresce in the dark 
for some minutes after being exposed 
to a small pocket electric light and if 
rubbed on a piece of cloth leaves a 
long streak of phosphoresence. 


The Shrike or Butcher Bird. 


There is a strange little bird, about as 


big as a robin, which nearly every win- 
ter brings us. He is generally alone, 
like a tiny black and gray hawk in many 
of his ways, but related truly to the gen- 
tle vireos and waxwings. He is tho 
northern shrike, or butcher bird, and h? 
gets a cruel living by catching mice and 
httle birds, which he hangs on locust 
thorns, sharp twigs, or the points of a 
wire fence, as his feet, unlike the hawk's. 
are not strong enough to hold his prey. 
But he is a handsome fellow, and rarely 
one may hear a very sweet little song as 
he sits on ihe top of some leafless bush, 
particularly late in the winter. But gen- 
erally he is silent, like 
the 
true 


birds of prey, or at best gives only a 
rasping squeal.—St. Nicholas.

It may b- 
fortfseen that this young state, »uh its 
decided prediSectian to the west, will l:i 
3u or 40 years have occupied and peopled 
the large tract of land beyond the Rockv 
mountains. It may, furthermore, be 
foreseen that along the whole coast of 
the Pacific ocean, whyre nature has al- 
ready formed the most capacious and se- 
cure harbors, important commercial 
towns will gradually arise, for the fur- 
therance of a great watercourse between 
China and the East Indies and the Unit- 
ed States. In such a case it would not 
only be desirable but also necessary that 
a more rapid communication should be 
maintained between the eastern 
and 


western shores of North America, both 
by merchant ships and men-of-war, than 
has hitherto been possessed with the te- 
dious, disagreeable and expensive voy- 
age round Cape Horn. I therefore re- 
peat that it is absolutely indispensable 
for the United States to effect a passage 
from the Mexican gulf to the 
Pacific 


ocean, and I am certain that they will 
do it. Would that I might live to see an- 
other thing—a junction of the Danubf 
and the Rhine. 
But this undertaking 


is so gigantic that I have doubts of us 
completion, when I consider our Ger- 
man resources. And, thirdly and last- 
ly, I should wish to see England in 
possession of a canal 
through the 


Isthmus of Suez. Would I could live 
to see these three great works. It 
woui.l be well worth the t'-ouble to last 
some 50 years mors for the very pur- 
pose." 


A few years before this, states the 


Boston Transcript, v. e find Lord Byron, 
between whom and Goethe there was 
an intellectual affinity, making the ac- 
quaintance of a young "North" Ameri- 
can for the reason that he wished to 
know what manner of men the rulers 
of the world a hundred years thence 
would he. In less than a hundred years 
we see the United States a great Pa- 
cific power and clearing the way for 
the completion of the canal; England 
is in possession of the Suez canal, and 
the great peace conference successful- 
ly tield at Portsmouth. Goethe's fore- 
sight is admirable. It may be remem- 
bered that Napoleon sold Louisiana to 
the United States in order to raise up 
a maritime power vhich should eclip-e 
Great Britain. We certainly have ac- 
quired plenty of ocean, but we need 
more ships for commerce and to send 
through the_ canal when it is built. -

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OUR EARLY IRISH SETTLERS . 


Although a great deal 
Is -written 


about the early history of our coun- 
try, there are certain phrases of it 
•which are neglected or little under- 
stood. 
One which is not generally 


dealt with is the part played by the 
Irish In the early 
colonization 
of 


southern New Hampshire. 


It was in the summer of the year 


1718 that five ship= with one hundred 
or more emigrant families came from 
Ireland to Boston. 


Some of these went first to Wor- 


cester, then to Palmer, Pelbam, Cole- 
ralne and other Bay state towns. 
Another party under the leaders—p 
of Rev. John Morehead founded the 
Federal Street 
Church 
in Boston. 


One of the five ships, having on 
board some twenty families, 
saileu 


late in the fall for the Merrimac, but 
were driven into Casco Bay, and 
there froze In for the winter at the 
place which soon afterwards became 
the town 'of Portland. 
Had they 


come 
to 
Portsmouth 
harbor, of 


course, it would not have been possi- 
ble for them to have become frozen 
In, as our harbor is one of the 
very- 


few harbors in the temperate 
zones 


which never freezes over. 


A few of the families on board the 


Ice-bound ship settled in 
Portland. 


The remainder sailed up the Merri- 
mac in the spring of 1719 as far 
as 


Haverhill, and thence preceded into 
Hockingham 
county, 
where 
they 


founded the town 
of Londonderry, 


which they incorporated in 1722. 


These families 
came 
-rom 
the 


parish of Aghadowey, six miles soutn 
of Coleraine in the county of London- 
derry, Ireland. 
Among them were 


Samuel Allison, James Gregg, James 
McKean, Jotn Mitchel, John 
Morri- 


son, Thomas Steele and John Stuart. 


The early settlers of Peterboro also 


came from the northern counties of 
Ireland for the 
most 
part, 
though 


there were some from the middle and 
southern counties. 


An Irishman named Darbyflelds is 


s»Id to have been the discoverer of 
the White Mountains. 


The name and fame of General Sul- 


livan are too closely identified with 
•Portsmouth history to need recount- 
ing, and the deeds of General Stark, 
General 
Miller, 
General 
Hercules 


Mooney, and many others, are 
too 


well known to make repetition here 
necessary.

LICENSE IN NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Former 
Gov. Bachelder of New 


Hampshire, national master 
of the 


Patrons of Husbandry, is enthusiastic 
over the working of the local option 
law in his state. According to his ac- 
count nearly everyone is pleased with 
it—even the temperance people. In- 
ters lewed by a Boston Herald report- 
er he said: 
"Today, in New Hamp- 


shire, we have more towns where 
there is actual prohibition than we 
ever had under the administration of 
the old prohibitory law. 
If the peo- 


ple want prohibition now, they can 
have it. 
This was not always the 


case under the old order of tilings." 


Mr. 
Bachelder further 
declares 


that 
throughout 
New 
Hampshire 


there is wholesome respect for the 
law, and that none are more anxious 
to abide by its provisions than 
the 


men who hold liquor licenses. 
The 


reason for this is not far to seek. If 
a man loses his license he is debarred 
from entering the 
"-liquor 
business 


again for three years. 
Under such 


conditions he naturally is desirous of 
complying with every legal require- 
ment. 
Then, too, the liquor sellers 


of New Hampshire are under heavy 
bonds, amounting in some cases to 
$20.oon. 
if a dealer violates the pro- 


visions of his license his bond is for- 
feitid. 
He miy also be brought into 


coin1: and fined or sent to prison, as 
under the old law. In concluding his 
statement Mr. Bachelder says: 
"I 


have not the slightest 
idea in the 


world that the people of New Hamp- 
shire will return to prohibition, for 
the., are satisfied, and if they debire 
prohibition in a town or 
city now 


thcv can have it, and it means prohi- 
bition, which was not always the case 
under the old law.'' He admits, how- 
ever, that there are a very few radi- 
cal piohibitionists who object to the 
present orderly working 
of things, 


but as they are people who 
prefer 


ha\ing their own way to allowing

SHOT STRUCK DEER'S HORN

scarcely a sound. I had nearly reached 
the place where I saw him 
when 


there was a great crashing off to the 
right. There was the buck, running at 
full speed, not more than 50 or 60 
yards away. 
Only a little brush was 


between us. 
I got in two shots, and 


at the second he stopped almost dead 
Btill, and then began moving forward 
at a snail's p&ce, barely being able to 
drag himself along. 
It was just aa if 


something was holding him back. Un- 
der these conditions I was able to 
land the next bullet in a vital spot, 
and i he buck dropped in his track. On 
examining the body I found that the 
second bullet had struck near the base 
of the horn, almost shattering it. The 
shock stunned the animal so that it 
could scarcely move."

TWO COMETS IN SIGHT 


The astronomer reports that there 


arc now t w o 
telescopic comets in 


sight at once. 
Schaer's 
comct, at 


present south of the equator and very 
faini, is still observable with power- 
ful telescopes, and a new comet was 
discovered by Oiacobini at Nice on 
the morning of Dec. 7. It was in the 
morning sky, near Arcturus, and was 
moving slowly toward the sun. 
The 


first rough calculations of its orbit 
have come- tr> hand, and show that it 
is now rapidly approaching the sun. 
It will reach 
its 
perihelion about 


Jan. 20, and at that date will prob- 
ably be within twenty million miles 
nf the sun and many times brighter 
than it is now; but as it will bo on 
the far side of the sun, it will not be 
a conspicuous object. 
After its peri- 


helion passage it will be south of the 
sun, 
and visible only in southern lat- 


itudes, so that its whole period of 
visibility in our northern 
skies 
is 


only a few weeks.

the national cable. Too many Indians 
among those who have been fortunate 
in their surroundings and circumstances 
have become well-to-do and respected 
citizens in the western states; too many 
flourishing districts in the transmis- 
sissippi country are already to their 
credit as civilizers and improvers of the 
land, to doubt this any longer. The In- 
dian of romance has gone; but the time 
will come when any strain of Indian 
blood will be gloried in by its possessor, 
as, indeed, it is now by many a person 
of note in the country. There were at 
one time, not long since, three or four 
living United States senators of Indian 
atock, including the distinguished sen- 
ator from Alabama—Morgan. 
There 


has never been any time, from the foun- 
dation of this government, when there 
has not been Indian blood in the senate, 
from John Randolph, of Roanoke, 
down. The latest conclusion of the bu- 
reau of ethnology of the Smithsonian in- 
stitution is thai instead of tending 
toward extinction, the North American 
Indians are in greater numbers in this 
country to-day than they were at the 
date of the discovery of America by 
Christopher Columbus."

BANK DAY IN BOSTON 


Former Portsmouth Ulan Chosen A 


Director 


Tuesday was "bank day" in. Bos- 


ton, all but one of the twenty-eight 
national banks holding annual meet- 
ings. During the past year the num- 
ber of national oanks has been re- 
duced by four. The Mechanics Trust 
Company, the American bank 
sus- 


pended, 
the 
Monument bank of 


Charlestown was merged in the Bunk- 
er Hill and the Mount Vernon was 
taken over by the Boylston. Three 
years ago the number of Boston na- 
tional banks was thirty-eight and in 
1899 
there were fifty-seven. In 1S9S, 


on a capital of $49,650,000, the aver- 
age dividend paid by the banks of 
Boston was 2.03 per cent. Today the 
average dividend paid on a capital of 
$28,400,000 is 6.35 per cent. 
There 


has accordingly been a decrease in 
six years of about $21.250,000 in capi-j 
tal, but an increase of about $660,500 
in the amount of dividends paid per 
annum. The earnings of the Boston 
banks in 1905 amounted to about 9.60 
per cent, on their aggregate capital.

DESTRUCTION BY WEEVILS. 


Insects Cause Grwt Loss in the 


Chestnut <h-ops of the Vft- 


* 
siaus States. 


A fair estimate of the damage done 


annually by weevils to chestnuts grown 
in the United. Stales would probably 
fall little short of 25 per cent..while In 
some years the percentage exceeds that 
figure, running as high as 40 or 50 per 
cent., states the Scientific, American. 
Growers in some localities report no 
damage, others place losses as low as 
five or ten per cent., while instances 
are cited of-whole crops being destroyed. 
The amount of loss Is dependent on 
locality, season, and to a more limited 
extent on the variety of nuts grown. 
The greatest damage is usually incurred 
in region* where chestnuts have grown 
wild for many yews, and the least where 
there are-no wild chestnuts or chinqua- 
pins and the nuts are grown only for 
market and are carefully gathered. The 
most extensive losses, judging from 
available sources of information, ap- 
pear to be in Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, New York (in the 
vicinity of New York city), Delaware, 
•Maryland, 
Virginia, Tennessee and 


North Carolina. 


Animals Have Thick Coats. 


Hard winter signs, according to pre- 


dictions handed down by our fore- 
fathers, are in abundance this fall. "Ex- 
pert" woodsmen declare that the squir- 
rel and other animals of the woods have 
thicker coats of fur than usual. There Is 
an old saying handed down from time 
immemorial to the effect that wild ani- 
mals grow much thicker coats of fur 
when the winter Is going to be hard. So 
taking these signs, as well as hundreds 
of others, which each of the local 
"prophets" can give, under considera- 
tion, the farmers have been unusually 
active In their preparations.—Richmond 
Times-Democrat.

Whei*r« Pocclble Give Medicine in 


Hot Water—Pills May be Given in 
Jelly—Be Careful When Dealing 
With Sick Children. 
In your medicine chest have cam- 


phor, turpentine (refined), arnica, 
witch hazel, aromatic spirits of am- 
monia, essence of peppermint, ipe- 
cac, paregoric, lime water, glycerine. 
magnesia and any other remedy that 
the mother may favor or the doctor 
advise. 


If taken In sarsapartlla the flavor 


of castor oil is overcome and if this 
Is not at hand a little cherry rum 
may be used. Another excellent way 
to administer the oil Is In hot In-ef 
broth. 
Take four or five table- 


spoonfuls of tbe broth to one of oil. 
Mix and give as a simple drink. 
If 


the oil is not mentioned even an 
adult patient will often fail to detect 
the dose. For castor oil and for rhu- 
barb or bitter medicines a slight 
touch of oil of cloves on the tip of 
the tongue will prove hefpful. 


In giving medicine to a baby al- 


ways place the tip of the spoon 
against the roof of the mouth and it 
will be impossible for baby to splut- 
ter and eject the contents or'the 
spoon. Moreover, in this way he can- 
not choke from having the liquid 
poured down too quickly. A spoon- 
ful of peppermint tea given after the 
dose will relieve the taste in the 
mouth nd not be harmful. When it 
Is necessary to open the mouth of an 
infant or small child to give medi- 
cine, do not dig the spoon into the 
lips as many do, but place the fore- 
finger on the chin just above the 
cleft beneath the lower lip 07 jjst 
above where the dimple is apt to bo. 
The mouth will open of itself and 
the spoon may be readily inserted. 
Generally the tongue will CO-V.D out 
and the spoon can be placed directly 
upon it, the tip resting against tbe 
roof of the mouth. 


A pill or pellet may be taken in 


a spoonful of jelly or apple sauce al- 
most without knowledge and after n 
dose of liquid medicine a piece of 
lemon dipped in sugar will remove 
the-unpleasant taste on the roof of 
the mouth—one of the disagreeable) 
after effects of castor oil or cod liver 
oil. 


Whenever possible give medicine 


in hot water for the hot drink re- 
laxes the muscles of the throat and 
makes swallowing involuntary. 


If an invalid's cup is not at hand 


try giving a patient too weak to pit 
up all liquid medicine through 
a. 


piece of macaroni that is slightly 
curved. 
There are many of these 


curved pieces in a package. The 
curved pipe permits the patient to 
swallow 
food 
or 
medicine lying 


down and without clanger of sullying 
either pillow or bedclothing.—Xew 
York Post.

OPEN BOAT

Another disaster at sea was nar- 


rowly averted Tuesday night. 


About eight o'clock in the evening 


the Jerry's Point life saving station 
received a telephone message 
from 


Edgar Frisbee of Kutery Point stat- 
ing that Adelben Gilchrest, a lobster 
fisherman of that town, had left for 
his fishing grcunds in his 
gasoline 


boat early in the forenoon and had 
not returned, although all the other 
fishing boats were in "the harbor. 
Fears were, 
therefore, 
entertained 


for the safety of Gilchrest and the 
Jerry's Point crew, upon receipt of 
the message, prepared to launch the 
surfboat to search for the missing 
man. 


Shortly after the first details were 


received, another telephone dispatch 
to Jerry's Point informed 
the 
life- 


savers that the tug M. Mitchell- Dav- 
is was about to start on a search for 
the lobster boat and Acting Keeper 
Barber then decided not to 
launch 


the surf boat, as the tug had passed 
out before the 'lifesavers could meet 
her and be taken in tow and would 
undoubtedly be sufficient to conduct 
the search. 


The Davis had on board a lobster 


fisherman who piloted the steamer to 
the spot where Gilchrest was accus- 
tomed to set his pots, which 
is be- 


tween the Triangles Shoals and York 
Ledge. 
On arriving there, nothing 


was seen of the missing craft and the 
Davis stood offshore in the direction 
in which the wind and 
tide woula 


drive ttoe boat. 


After a while, a torch was seen in 


the distance and soon Gilchrest was 
found and taken aboard the tug, al- 
though 
narrowly 
escaping 
being 


drowned, as he fell overboard when 
a line was thrown aboard his boat. 


Gilchrest stated that 
'his gasoline 


engine broke down in the afternoon, 
and not having sail or oars, he vas 
obliged to anchor. 
The 
northwest 


wind, however, soon caused the boat 
to drag offshore until, when rescued 
by Capt. Hoyt of the Davis, he was 
six miles from where 
he first an- 


chored, not far to the eastward of the 
Isles of Shoals. 


The rescue was effected 
just 
in 


time, for had the steamer been much 
later the man must have surely per- 
ished in the bitter wind and cold. 


This is another emphatic argument 


in favor of a life saving 
slation at 


Sea Point, 
This is not the first fish- 


erman who has been in peril in that 
locality for there is a 
long list ot 


such disasters. 


It is hoped that this occurrence will 


teach a lesson to the owners of pow- 
er boats, who carry neither sails nor 
oars. —Those'wiho do this simpTy pur 
their lives in needless jeopardy.
